FAMED GRASS LAKE 
LOTUS BEDS AHAIN 
THEIR JULL BLOOM 

Flowers Reach Prime; Will 

Remain in Bloom for 

a Month 

The wonder spot of tho Chain O*- 
Lakos region, tho famed lotus beds 
of Grass I-ake are now In the full 
glory of their golden bloom, according 
to residents of flio lake. 

Although the beds will remain In 
bloom until tho end of August, au- 
thorities on the lotus believe that the 
flowers have reached the height ot 
their beauty this Vcek. They will 
remain In full bloom nearly two 
weeks. 

The Qrass Lake lotus Is described 
In the Compton Encyclopedia as the 
"Sacred Lotus of India" much like the 
Lotus of GgypL Th6 Lotus of the 
Nile, howevof. Is moro of a rose- 
color, while the Grass iAko "Ceylon- 
ese" and the Sacred Lotus of India 
are delicately cream colored. 

The leaves, twelve to twenty-four 
Inches In diameter are raised high 
out of tho water. The blossom Is 
from five to ten Inches In diameter 
and Is also raised well above the 
water on a slender stalk. 

The lake region It fortunate to 
havo these beds prescrve<y, as the 
plants were almost exterminated dur- 
ing the summer of 192-( when a Hood 
submerged the plants. About sir 
years passed before the beds renewed 
themselves sufHcIently to be enjoyed 
by tourists.

Fear New Drowning Record 
With the bathing season barely; 
half over, the number of drownitiga'

the current season. This Is but-four 
less than the total number for last 
year and the year before and but one 
lees than for 1930. All records for 
drownings in Lake County were 
shattered in 1S29 when the tola| was 
23. Fear Is expressed that an all- 
time record will be established this 
year If the proportion for the latter 
halt o( the season is equal to ttrnt oC 
the first ^cords of Coroner J. L. 
Taylor show that few of this year's 
drowning tragedies were due to swim- 
ming, most of the victims being occu- 
pants of crowded boats or those who 
took chances by rocking iboats.

THE SHIFTING OF THE HEMISPHERES 

In a rccenc address, James S. Carson, Chairman of 
the Council on Intcr-Amcrican Relations, said: "The 
West is to play a new role on the world stage. The 
great war caused ^ shifting of the hemispheres. The 
New will supplant the Old in a leadership which will 
usher in a different concept in international relations 
and commercial exchanges. The actual war did not 
end with the signing of the Armistice, but we believe 
its termination is dimly visible today. Intcr-Amcri- 
canism will finally point the way to stop the ruthless 
economic struggle which has been designated 'the War 
After the War.' If this be true, the long labor pains 
paused by the birth of this new epoch will not have 
been suffered in vain." 

It seems an axiom that intense nationalism, as pur- 
sued by many of the great European powers today, is 
productive of nothing save chaos — and there is good 
reason to believe that the peoples of the world will at 
last turn for relief to an enlightened nationalism such 
as concerns Mr, Carson. The rigors of military war arc 
not greater than those of economic war. 

Friendliness and cooperation between nations is vital 

to world stability, world progress, world welfare.

INVESTIGATING "GOVERNMENT IN BUSINESS" 

An article in the Chicago Journal of Commerce 
announces that government competition with private 
business, as illmcntcd by the Tennessee Valley electric 
project, is to be investigated by a committee selected 
from the board of directors of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers Association. 

The committee will visit Muscle Shoals and other 
parts of area under review, and report to the association, 
w^ith particular attention paid to the following points: 

1. How competition from the Federal government 
a^ects private utilities and the power-using public. 

2. Tlie effect uixin industry of the government's 
selling electric appliances at %'ery low prices. 

3. The effect of the project upon the fertilizer 
industry. 

4. The extent to which the plan has inllucnced or 
may be expected to influence the location of industries 
in the area. 

y. The relation of the project to agriculture. 

6. The possible effect of the project on taxation, 



and in further extending government competition with 
existing private industries. 

That report, if it is dispassionate and factual, will 
be of great value to a public which is confused by dif- 
fering arguments and opposed political and industrial 
philosophies. Ic must be remembered that the Tennes- 
see Valley project in itself is of no great importance; 
it is, however, vastly important as an indication of a 
trend which might eventually cover the country with 
tax-free, publicly-financed industries competing with 
heavily- taxed, privately-financed, existing businesses. 
The problems of employment, investment, taxation, 
industrial expansion, are inextricably tied up with this 
greater problem. - ■'''.""

PRAISE FOR CO-OPERATIVE MANAGEMENT 

In a recent speech, Chester C. Davis, Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration director, said that the his- 
tory of dairy co-operatives shows that the following 
four main objectives have been reached: 

A larger share of consumer's dollar for the pro- 
ducer; elimination of unfair and destructive practices 
in distribution and processing; development of leader- 
ship able to cope with leaders of agencies with which 
a cooperative must deal; extending to all producers in 
a given market the responsibility for doing their part 
to maintain stability. 

Achievements like these, made during some of the 
most trying years the nation has ever passed through, 
show on what a sound foundation the cooperative 
movement rests. It has always been a stabilizing in- 
fluence; it will be remembered that during the farm riots 
of a few months ago the major co-ops did as much as 
any agency, private or official, to bring order out of 
chaos. It has never been swayed by giddy theories; 
instead it has kept firmly to the line of proven methods 
and time-tested Ideas. 

If the cooperatives can accomplish so much during 
bleak depression, it is difficult to exaggerate their poten- 
tial achievements. The American farmer has real cause 

for feeling confidence in the future.

'A trench alio is merely a larff-i 
ditch with the oiids on an IncUnc ^o 
that a team or tractor may bo driven 
ihrouKh It. Practlciilly all construc- 
tion may be done with a slip scrapor 
and consequently the r*xpenae Is ox* 
tremnly small. The .HJinhtly slnplng 
sides are later stnoothod off with a 
spade. 

The size of the troncb will, of 
cour.HO, depend upon the amount of 
llvi'.stoek to bo fed f-rom U and tlio 
condition of the sIlaKo at the time of 
cutting. A good-sized troncli Is about 
8 feet deep, S feet wide across tha 
bottom of the truncli and 10 to 12 



feet wide across the top. The length ■ 
will depend on the amount of allage 
to be put up.

This can be over- 
come to a large extent by laying a 
drain under the irLMich. or perhaps 
the trench can be located so that the, 
lower end opens onto a slope. 

Ilt^canat? trench sllos are not ver> i 
deep, the silage does not pack much I 
by its own weight, and thus should 
be tramped by men. animals or a . 
tractor during and after lining. Ir I 
keeps best If covered with straw anil 
tlieu several Inches of dirt to make a 
rounded top to shed water.

There's never a Benson jdos by but 
a hofltoai! must tax her Infsomilty to 
the utmoBt to supply hor guoHts or 
family with a salad which Is roCroah- 
Ingr and not too distressfully In com- 
moa use. For this reason, now salad 
recipes and salad dressings are 
hailed with delight by women upstate 
and down. 

Hero are seroral: 

German CabbaQo Salad 

6 to 8 slices of bacon cubed 

2 or throe tablospoonB oC lemon 
julco or vlnognT 

% toaapoon of salt 
% cupful of thick 'mayonnaise or 
cooked salad drcsslne 

3 cupfuls of shredded cabbage 

4 tablespoonfuls of chopped green 
pepper 

2 tablespoonfuls of parsley fit do- 
aired) 

1 tablospoonful of diced onion. 

Place the cubed bacoa in a skillet 
and fry until crisp hut do not burn. 
Add the lemon Julco or vinegar and 
salt Stir well and add to the mayon- 
onnaUe or cooked salad dressing. 
6tlr at once Into the cabbage, which 
has bad the green pepper, parsley, 
.^and onion added. This salad Is 
served warm. If desired. It may bo 
returned to the warm skillet and al- 
' '.loved to become more wilted. This 
saJad Is particularly good with 
browned potatoes or a pork dinner. 
The quaodties given here are aufll- 
dent to serve four to alx persons 
eaally. 

Grapefruit and Orange Salad 
Peel 3 small grapofnilt and aep^ 
aralo Into sections without a trace of 
the white skin. Peel 2 large oranges 
and separate the sections as directed 
above.

Mix these Ingred- 
lenu thoroughly and cool, then fold 
Into W cupful of heavy cream, 
i ^ whipped stiff. We prefer this dress- 
ing over fruit.
